Edmonton Transit 
undergoing major 
mobile makeover 


Real-time service. 

Private app launching 
today to be followed 
by another from city 
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Data available from the city will 
allow a new transit app launch¬ 
ing Tuesday afternoon to dir¬ 
ect Edmonton transit users to 
the most efficient nearby bus 
or LRT route headed to their 
chosen destination. 

Aptly called Transit App, 
the iOS and Android app uses 
a smartphone’s GPS to locate 
where users are and requires 
their destination. The app al¬ 
lows users to instantly know 
where the closest transit stops 
are and how soon the next bus 
arrives based on schedules. 


“We’re giving it to people 
in a way that they want to take 
it,” said Joseph Wilkinson, vice- 
president of business develop¬ 
ment with Montreal-based 
company Transit App. 

The City of Edmonton is 
also investing time and money 
in their own mobile app. 

Currently Edmonton Transit 
has the ETS Trip Planner, a web¬ 
site where transit users plug in 
their co-ordinates and destina¬ 
tion using an address, bus stop 
number or landmark. ETS To 
Go is the mobile version. 


Smart transit

But city officials are hoping 
to improve their mobile transit 
technology. 

“We will be launching an 
iPhone and Android app in 
the near future,” said Janis 
Noble, interactive marketing 
and applications team lead for 
Edmonton Transit. She added 
the city is looking at expanding 
their email alert system for 
transit users. 

Brendan Van Alstine, 
spokesperson for Transit Rid¬ 
ers’ Union of Edmonton, said 
there’s a need for real-time 
transit information in the city. 

There are currently only 
two routes in the city that al¬ 
low for real-time information, 
but the city is expanding that 
service on Feb. 9 to include 
routes 7 and 57, according to 
Noble. 

The city hopes to have all 
transit routes equipped with 
real-time technology within 
the next two years.

Dziwenlca said the city re¬ 
ceived two formal applications 
for new parlours that were 
turned down but isn’t sure if 
there will be a surge of appli¬ 
cations next week. 

“We did talk to some 
people during the moratorium 
but we have no idea if they are 
going to follow up with an ap¬ 
plication,” he said. 

In addition to the mora¬ 
torium, councillors set up a 
task force to study the issue. 
Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said that

group has started looking at 
the problem, but the issue was 
bigger than they imagined. 
“We were hoping when 


the moratorium was imposed 
that we might be to find some 
solutions within six months or 
so, but we were not able to do 
that,” he said. 

Sohi said one of the big 
issues is that body-rub par¬ 
lours don’t exist in a vacuum, 
and the city will have to con¬ 
sider other parts of the sex 
trade. 

“Body-rub centres and the 
escort industiy are kind of 
linked with each other, so con¬ 
trolling one can lead to situa¬ 
tions in the other industiy,” he 
said. 

He said the Supreme Court 
ruling on prostitution has also 
created new questions that the 
group will have to consider.

University starting 
process to look for a 
new president

While the current 
president’s term does not 
end until June 2015, the 
University of Alberta has 
kicked off the process of 
finding a replacement for 
Indira Samaraselcera if she 
decides to step down from 
the position. 

“It’s really in her world 
to decide what’s best for 
her” said Doug Goss, chair¬ 
person for U of A’s board of 
governors. “She indicated 
some time ago that 10 years 
as a president is a good, long 
term and there is a time to 
pass the torch. 

“Whether or not she 
stills feels that way is up to 
her,” said Goss. 

Goss said the board is 
planning on being prepared 
for both scenarios, includ¬ 
ing Samaraselcera leaving 
or serving another five-year 
term. 

“It takes a good eight to 
nine months to do a search

for a president and ideally 
you would want that search 
down at least six months 


prior to your existing 
president leaving because of 
the transitions period,” he 
added. 

Darryl Moore, an Edmon¬ 
ton-based recruiter for Exec- 
utrade, said filling a position 
like a university president is 
a mammoth task. 

“This position requires 
a visionary and strategic 
thinker who develops and 


maintains partnerships at 
a global level, operations, 
enrolment, fundraising, pol¬ 
itical collaboration and have 
the capacity to lead a team 
to accomplish this — bal¬ 
ancing academia and global 
practice,” he said. 

Moore noted that while 
many leaders in the busi¬ 
ness world could have sev¬ 
eral strong skills important 


to the role, they could be 
lacking both political and 
institutional experience.

Students at an Alberta distance- 
learning university will soon 
be forced to submit homework 
questions much like they 
would lodge a complaint over 
their cellphone bill. 

Athabasca University, which 
enrolled 5,400 Calgaiy students 
in 2012-13, is testing a “call- 
centre model” in a few science 
and technology courses start¬ 
ing in Februaiy, a move that 
has prompted the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees Lo¬ 
cal 3911 to file a formal griev¬ 
ance with administrators. 

“We feel it really impacts 
the quality of education — it’s 
a cost-saving measure,” said 
representative Yessy Byl. 

The model, according to 
Byl, has students phone in an 
inquiry for assistance with 
their studies and then sees 
them given a reference num¬ 
ber and put in contact with 
an “academic expert.” In the 
courses where a higher num¬ 
ber of students are enrolled, 

Byl said one teacher could 
provide the answer to a ques¬ 
tion one day, another could 
provide a different answer the 
second day and a third could 
be responsible for marking an 
assignment or test. 

A representative with Atha¬ 
basca said university officials 
could not comment because 
of the grievance filed by union 
representatives.

It passed late Sunday by 200 
votes out of the 216 seats in

“This constitution, with¬ 
out being perfect, is one of 
consensus,” assembly speaker 
Mustapha Ben Jaafar said after 
the vote.

In a statement, UN Secre- 
taiy-General Ban Ki-moon said 
that “Tunisia can be a model 
to other peoples who are seek¬ 
ing reforms.”

69 years

A European Jewish leader con¬ 
demned anti-Semitism as a 
crime on Monday as Auschwitz 
survivors and Israeli officials 
marked 69 years since the lib¬ 
eration of the Nazi death camp. 

The ceremony at the 
Auschwitz-Birlcenau memor¬ 
ial took place on Internation¬ 
al Holocaust Remembrance 
Day, established by the 
United Nations in memoiy of 
some six million Holocaust 
victims, and some 1.5 million 
victims of Auschwitz, who 
were mostly Jews. 

Some 20 survivors walked 
through the gate that bears 
the infamous “Arbeit Macht 
Frei” (Work Makes You Free) 
sign and laid a wreath at the 
former camp’s Executions 
Wall, where the inmates, 
mainly Polish resistance 
members, were shot to death. 

Half of the Israeli legislature

An interactive website 
launched Monday by anti¬ 
corruption activist Alexei 
Navalny paints a vivid pic¬ 
ture of suspected cost over¬ 
runs and conflicts of interest 
at the Sochi Winter Olym¬ 
pics. 

Russia has spent about 
$51 billion US to deliver 
the Sochi Olympics, which 
run Feb. 7-23, making them 
the most expensive Games 
ever, even though as a win¬ 
ter event it hosts many 
fewer athletes than Summer 
Games do. 

Allegations of corrup¬ 
tion have dogged prepara¬ 
tions for the Sochi Games 
for years. Navalny’s new 


website — Sochi.FBK.info — 
combines data gathered dur¬ 
ing his own investigations 
along with media reports 
and other activists’ analysis. 


Using colourful graphics, 
the website makes a wide 
range of data accessible in 
English and Russian. 

President Vladimir Putin 


has rejected claims about 
rampant corruption in So¬ 
chi, saying the inflated 
prices were due to the hon¬ 
est mistakes of investors 


who underestimated the 
costs. 

A 2012 report by the gov¬ 
ernment’s Audit Chamber 
found about 15 billion rubles 
(about $500 million US) in 
“unreasonable” cost over¬ 
runs in the preparations for 
the Sochi Olympics. 

Auditors found that the 
work of some staff mem¬ 
bers at Olympstroi, the state 
company in charge of Sochi 
construction, between 2008 
and 2010 was “conducive 
to incurring unreasonable 
cost overruns.” At least three 
criminal investigations 
against Olympstroi employ¬ 
ees have been opened, but 
none of them has reached 
court. Olympstroi has since 
changed its management. 

The Games were not cov¬ 
ered by Russian laws on ten¬ 
ders and procurement, mak¬ 
ing officials unaccountable 
for the money spent.

Olympics boss says he’s 
not losing any sleep 
over threats to Games 

IOC president Thomas Bach 
defended the choice of Sochi 
as host of the Winter Olym¬ 
pics on Monday and said he’s 
“sleeping veiy well” despite 
the terror threat hanging 
over the Games. 

Bach reiterated his con¬ 
fidence that Russia will pro¬ 
vide “safe and secure” Games 
without taking away from a 
festive Olympic atmosphere. 

Russia is mounting a mas¬ 
sive security operation for 
the Games, which open Feb. 7 
amid threats of attacks from 
Muslim insurgents from the 
North Caucasus region. 

“We have full confidence 
in the host countiy and we 
also know that Russia and the 
Russian (security) services are 
working closely with differ¬ 
ent international services in 
order to ensure that all the 
participants and spectators in 
the Games can feel safe and 
secure,” Bach said in a confer¬ 
ence call with reporters. 

On a separate issue, Bach 
repeated that Russia has 
promised that athletes and 
spectators will not face any 
discrimination based on sex¬ 



ual orientation. Russia enact¬ 
ed a law last year banning gay 
“propaganda” among minors. 

Bach said athletes are free 
to speak out on any political 
issues at news conferences 
at the Games, but are pro¬ 
hibited from doing so on the 
medal podium or other Olym¬ 
pic sites. 

“It’s veiy clear that the 
Games cannot be used as a 
stage for political demonstra¬ 
tions,” he said. “The IOC will 
take, if necessaiy, individual 


decisions based on the in¬ 
dividual case. On the other 
hand, the athletes, of course, 
enjoy the freedom of speech. 
So, if in a press conference 
they want to make a political 
statement, then they are ab¬ 
solutely free to do so.” 

Bach also defended Rus¬ 
sia’s massive spending on the 
Games. The $51-billion US 
price tag — which includes 
the cost of roads, railways, 
hotels and other projects — is 
a record for any Olympics. 

Bach said Russia was using 
the Olympics as a “catalyst” 
to transform the region and 
create a winter sports com¬ 
plex for the countiy. It’s up 
to host nations, he said, to 
decide how — and how much 
— they invest in long-term 
infrastructure projects. 

In general, Bach said, the 
Olympic atmosphere is build¬ 
ing up in Sochi as the Games 
approach. Referring to con¬ 
cerns about warm weather in 
the subtropical area, he said 
there was “plenty of snow” 
and more was forecast for 
later in the week.

While most of us can’t imagine going 
through life without experiencing some 
form of carnal desire, researchers estimate 
about one percent of the population — up 
to 70 million people worldwide — have ab¬ 
solutely no sex drive. Not in a, “No honey, 
not tonight. I have a headache,” kind of way 
but an ongoing disinterest in sexual behav¬ 
iour with members of the same or opposite 
sex. 

According to the Asexual Visibility and 
Education Network, an asexual person is a 
person who does not experience sexual at¬ 
traction. Anthony Bogaert, a professor in 
the psychology department at Brock Uni¬ 
versity, refers to asexuality as the “fourth 
sexual orientation,” distinct from heterosexuality, homo¬ 
sexuality or bisexuality. Like other sexual orientations, 
asexuality is classified as an intrinsic part of a person’s 
identity and not something that can be turned on or off. 


Some couples might lose interest in sex¬ 
ual activity during particular phases in 
their relationships — following childbirth 
or while faced with health problems or per¬ 
sonal struggles — but these issues are usu¬ 
ally a temporary concern rather than an in¬ 
nate and enduring absence of desire. Asex- 
uals do not choose to abstain from sex for 
religious or moral reasons; it is not the re¬ 
sult of some traumatic childhood event or 
because they haven’t found the right per¬ 
son. 

For those who identify as asexual, this 
apathetic attitude toward sex is much more 
than just a simple dry spell or an empty 
vow of celibacy following a bad breakup. 
Many feel confused and isolated as they come to terms 
with their asexuality in our hyper-sexualized culture. I 
can imagine it would be hard not to feel like an outsider 
in a society where people read erotic paperbacks on the

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bus and talk about sexual positions in graphic detail over 
brunch. 

It’s important to remember that sexuality exists on an 
extremely vast and complicated spectrum. From pan- 
sexuals to polyamorous to demiromantics to autosexuals, 
there exists a veritable alphabet soup of sexual prefer¬ 
ences and expressions. 

And while different forms of categorization can be 
helpful in promoting visibility, educating others and de¬ 
veloping a sense of community, labelling shouldn’t be 
done for negative or exclusionary purposes.

When the engines really 
start, the fact-based stoiy by 
Peter Morgan (The Queen) 
locks in. It smoothly shifts 
gears between involving 
entertainment and serious 
drama, seeking to under¬ 
stand the competitive drive 
to succeed at all costs. The 
film is highly commercial, 
but also thoughtful and 
suspenseful. Do yourself a 
favour and don’t Google the 
result prior to seeing.

Singing with superstars 
and performing with super¬ 
models are just two of the 
many mind-blowing hook¬ 
ups Ian Axel and Chad Vac¬ 
carino experienced last 
year.

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Police won’t cross 
Nigella’s white line 


British police have decided not 
to investigate celebrity cook 
and author Nigella Lawson for 
admitting illegal drug use in a 
recent court case. 

Police said Monday that “no 
further action” will be taken. 

The 53-year-old Lawson told 
a court in December that she 
had used cocaine a handful of 
times but was not a regular 
user. She was testifying in the 
fraud case of two former aides. 


A police statement says 
the decision was based on 
the need for police action to 
be “proportionate” and on 
whether further action would 
be in the public interest. The 
statement says further police 
action might deter victims 
from being candid with police 
and courts. 

Police say they consulted 
prosecutors before deciding 
not to pursue charges. 


Quentin ain’t gonna to let 
us Gawk at his script 


Quentin Tarantino sued the 
news and gossip website Gawk- 
er on Monday over a post that 
directed readers to a leaked 
copy of the Oscar-winning 
screenwriter’s latest script. 

Tarantino’s lawsuit accuses 
Gawlcer Media LLC of copyright 
infringement for posting a link 
to the 146-page script for a 
planned film titled The Hateful 
Eight last week. A link to the 
script was posted on Gawker’s 
Defamer blog and remained 
active on Monday afternoon, 
despite demands from Taran¬ 
tino’s lawyers to take it down, 
the lawsuit states. 

An email sent to Gawlcer 
seeking comment was not im¬ 
mediately returned. 

Tarantino blasted the leak 



last week in an interview 
with deadline.com and said 
he would abandon the project 
as a film. His lawsuit states 
he planned to publish the 
screenplay and that practice in 
the past has earned him hefty 
royalties and advances.

How to get that vitamin D 


Can’t get enough. 
Obtaining vitamin D 
takes some strategies 
— especially during 
the winter months

You know vitamin D is im¬ 
portant for your health, and 
you’ve likely read that hardly 
anyone gets enough of it. 

Many studies suggest that 
maintaining the amount of 
D recommended by the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health 
— 30 to 50 nanograms per 
millilitre in your blood — 
can help ward off high blood 
pressure, multiple sclerosis, 
fibromyalgia, diabetes, de¬ 
pression, some cancers and 
muscle weakness. 


So how do you keep up a 
healthy level of vitamin D? 

The best way is expos¬ 
ure to the sun in warmer 
months. “Ninety to 95 per 
cent of the vitamin D in your 
body comes from sensible 
sun exposure,” Dr. Michael 
F. Holiclc, professor of medi¬ 
cine, physiology and bio¬ 
physics at Boston University 
School of Medicine, says. 

Skin needs to be exposed 
directly to the sun for your 
body to make vitamin D. 
A product with SPF 30 de¬ 
creases your ability to make 
vitamin D by 95 per cent. 
Because dermatologists have 
been telling us for decades 
to never expose unprotected 
skin to the sun’s cancer- 
causing rays, many people 
are understandably confused 
about how to get enough vita¬ 
min D from sun exposure. 

“For some people, it could 
be 10 minutes, for others it 


can be 15,” says Dr. Houman 
Danesh, director of integrat¬ 
ed pain management at Mt. 
Sinai in New York City. 

How can you get enough 
vitamin D from the sun dur¬ 
ing winter? Your body will 
access the vitamin D in your 
fat cells, and because most 
people don’t get enough sun 
to make this crucial vitamin 
year-round, taking a supple¬ 
ment can also help. 

Although the Institute of 
Medicine recommends 400 
to 600 IUs of vitamin D for 
children and 600 to 800 for 
adults, Holiclc recommends 
600 to 1,000 for kids, and as 
much as 2,000 to 4,000 IUs 
daily for adults. Pregnant 
and lactating women and the 
obese need more. Breast milk 
doesn’t contain vitamin D, so 
Holiclc says that even breast¬ 
feeding infants need a daily 
supplement. 

It’s also impossible to get 


all the vitamin D you need 
from food. You would need 
to eat wild-caught salmon 
and other fatty fish such 
as mackerel and herring 
eveiy day to get enough D. 
Vitamin D is added to many 
foods, such as milk, juice and 
cereal, however, and mush¬ 
rooms can be irradiated with 
good amounts of vitamin D 
as well. 

Because of conflicting rec¬ 
ommendations and research 
about what vitamin D actual¬ 
ly does, “doctors are strug¬ 
gling with who to check, if 
they should check and when 
to check vitamin D levels,” 
says Dr. Robert Graham, an 
internist at Lenox Hill Hos¬ 
pital in New York City. “But 
I would argue that you need 
to get tested first to know 
at what level you are start¬ 
ing with, and figure out how 
much you need to supple¬ 
ment from there.” 



Did you know...? 


Avocados may halt over¬ 
eating and snacking. Con¬ 
suming as little as half an 
avocado during lunch can 
make an overweight per¬ 
son feel full longer, says a 
new Loma Linda Univer¬ 
sity health study pub¬ 
lished in Nutrition Jour¬ 
nal. Researchers found 
a 23 per cent increase in 
satisfaction and a 28 per 
cent decreased desire to 
eat for the following five 
hours, as compared with 
the avocado-free con¬ 
trolled lunch meal. 


What’s the healthiest way to Sesame Street? 


Bert and Ernie jump rope and 
munch apples, and Cookie 
Monster only has his name¬ 
sake treat once a week. Can a 
Muppets mini-malceover im¬ 
prove kids’ health, too? 

A three-year experiment in 
South America suggests it can. 
Now, the Sesame Street project 
is coming to the United States. 

Six years ago, Dr. Valentin 
Fuster, a cardiologist at New 
York City’s Mount Sinai Hospi¬ 
tal, started working with the 
producers of television’s Sesa¬ 
me Street on a project aimed at 
3-to-5-year-olds. 


“At that age they pay atten¬ 
tion to eveiything” and habits 
can be changed, he said. 

U.S. schools were initially 
reluctant, but the project 
launched in Colombia when 
a wealthy family’s foundation 
was willing to sponsor the ex¬ 
periment in Bogota. 

The project, which involved 
1,216 children and 928 parents, 
taught kids healthy habits and 
about how the body works for 
an hour a day for five months 
using Sesame Workshop-pro¬ 
duced videos, a board game, 
songs and activities. Parents 


were involved through take- 
home assignments and work¬ 
shops that focused on over¬ 
coming barriers to good food 
and exercise. 

Children’s weight and ex¬ 
ercise habits were measured 
at the start, one and a half 
years, and three years into 
the program. The proportion 
of children at a healthy weight 
increased from 62 per cent at 
the start to 75 per cent at three 
years for those in the program. 

The project plans to launch 
this spring and fall in New York.

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Why you shouldn’t borrow for your RRSP 



Save instead. As the 
March 3 RRSP deadline 
draws closer, you may 
get a pitch from your 
bank to borrow to 
make a contribution 


As this year’s RRSP deadline 
draws closer, chances are good 
that at some point you’ll get a 
pitch from your bank or in¬ 
vestment advisor to put some 
money into your Registered 
Retirement Savings Plan. 

It’s a good idea. As we live 
longer and fewer people can 
count on company pensions, 
we’ll all need more to live on. 
So saving as much as possible 
for retirement should be a top 
priority. And the earlier you 
start, the better. 

But what to do if you don’t 
have the cash? Is it a good idea 
to borrow the money to make 
the March 3 deadline? 

It is for the bank. If you 
borrow the money, you pay 
interest on the loan and 
maybe a fee as well. It is also 
likely you’ll be directed to one 


of their mutual funds, where 
they earn more for managing 
the money. 

Sure, you’ll get a juicy tax 
refund in the spring. For a 
middle-income earner, the re¬ 
fund is between 30 to 40 cents 
on the dollar. That’s $300 to 


$400 back for eveiy $1,000 
that goes into the plan. Even 
so, here are some things to 
consider before taking out an 
RRSP loan: 

Why do you need it? 

Is it because you don’t have 


the cash or because you had 
the money, but didn’t have the 
discipline to save? 

“Most people should con¬ 
tribute eveiy pay cheque,” 
says Tom Hamza, president of 
the Investor Education Fund, 
a non-profit agency set up by 
the Ontario Securities Commis¬ 
sion. 

Setting aside even a little at 
a time is a heads-you-win, tails- 
you-break-even decision, set¬ 
ting you up for long-term gains. 
An annual loan means you’re 
always on the debt treadmill. 
Hamza’s advice if you borrow 
eveiy year: Skip it this year, 
clear off the loan and then set 
up a payroll deduction plan 
with the same amount. “You’ll 
have a positive habit you can 
build on,” he says. His web 
site getsmarteraboutmoney.ca 
has a good borrowing-to-invest 
primer. 

Refund risk 

If you find it hard to pay as you 
go for retirement savings, it 
may be because you have loans 
for cars, carry high credit card 
balances or run up your line of 
credit. Maybe all three. Those 
payments eat into your cash 


flow. So in a situation like that, 
can you avoid the temptation 
to spend the refund? 

Vancouver financial plan¬ 
ner Diane McCurdy, author of 
How Much is Enough? says bor¬ 
rowing for an RRSP works best 
if your other debts are small, 
you are in a high tax bracket — 
or in a bracket where you pay 
the same tax year after year. 

She tells clients who borrow 
to use the refund to pay down 
the loan. Once the loan is paid 
off, she advises they keep pay¬ 
ing the same monthly amount 
to themselves for the balance 
of the year. “It means that next 
year you’ll be ahead of the 
game,” she says. 

Other debts first 

If you have those other debts, 
borrowing doesn’t make sense, 
even if you have the cash. You’d 
have to have a pretty high rate 
of return on the RRSP to make 
it a good idea. Pay off the other 
debts first. 

RRSP loans aren’t tax 
deductible 

Even at today’s low interest 
rates, an RRSP loan at 3.5 per 
cent still means you have to 


earn at least 3.5 per cent on 
your investments to break 
even. Sure, the stock market 
was hot last year with To¬ 
ronto shares prices up 10 per 
cent and U.S. stocks up 30 per 
cent. But in 2011, our market 
dropped 12 per cent and the 
U.S. by two per cent. It hurts 
to be repaying a loan for an 
investment that’s worth less 
than you started with. 

Hasty payment, 
hasty investment 

Lump sums have a habit of 
burning a hole in our pock¬ 
ets. It may end up in the in¬ 
vestment flavour of the sea¬ 
son. Far better to have a plan 
and a gradual approach that 
smooths out ups and down 
with regular contributions. 

Payment in kind 

Finally, if you’re short on 
cash, but have investments 
in a trading account, con¬ 
sider transferring the shares 
or fund units into your RRSP. 
You’ll pay tax on the shares or 
units if you’ve made a profit, 
but it will be partly offset by 
the tax break on the contribu¬ 
tion.

After so long, why some couples still decide to split 



The ubiquitous “Love couldn’t 
keep them together” headlines 
blanketed social media after 
news broke that musical duo 
Captain and Tennille — who 
are both in their 70s — are di¬ 
vorcing after nearly four dec¬ 
ades of marriage. The couple 
had no children together and 
no reason was given for the 
split. 

While there are all kinds 
of factors at play when part¬ 
nerships in business and love 
dissolve, is there anything in 
particular that can distinguish 
couples who divorce after dec¬ 
ades together? 

Markham, Ont.-based regis¬ 
tered couples and family ther¬ 
apist Shyamala Kirn said after 
more than 10 years in prac¬ 
tice, it’s a pattern she’s seeing 
more frequently — particularly 
among retired couples. And 
anecdotally, from her own prac¬ 


tice, Kirn said increasingly it’s 
women who are leaving men 
later in life. 

“This generation that we’re 
looking at is women in their 
50s and 60s leaving their part¬ 
ners,” said Kirn, chair of public 
relations for the Ontario Asso¬ 
ciation for Marriage & Family 
Therapy. “Years ago, it wasn’t as 
OK to make that choice. There 
weren’t as many resources 
available to women.” 

She added, “I’m finding that 
as they’re getting at a different 
stage — whether in the family 
life cycle or in their career — 
and they’re experiencing a little 
bit more freedom, they’re also 
experiencing that freedom to 
make different choices and to 
think differently about what 
they want.” 

Toronto-based couples ther¬ 
apist Karen Hirscheimer said 
the question of why any couple 


breaks up is complicated, but 
boils down to the primaiy 
focus on love, partnership and 
goodwill getting “lost to other 
things,” citing resentment, un¬ 
resolved grievances, neglect 
and diminished trust as pos¬ 
sible examples. 

Kirn recalled working re¬ 
cently with a couple who had 
been married for 37 years and 
were contemplating separa¬ 
tion. Looking back at their re¬ 
lationship histoiy, there had 
been issues that surfaced dur¬ 
ing the time of their engage¬ 
ment that were never really 
addressed. 

“Now that kids have moved 
out and moved on, careers are 
winding down, and then you 
actually look at each other and 
say: ‘Wow, we never really dealt 
with this stuff, and I’m not sure 
that I would have stayed in this 
marriage that long.’” 


Hirscheimer said much of 
the work she does is helping 
couples establish effective com¬ 
munications strategies and 
principles to follow that can 
help them recapture the spark 


in their relationship. 

She said if couples feel that 
they’ve reached a stalemate, 
feel like roommates or are 
lacking a connection, they 
should seek help sooner rather 


than later. Ideally both parties 
should be involved in counsel¬ 
ling, but often one person will 
come in and sometimes it’s 
enough to instigate change.

Dominique Rodgers-Cromart¬ 
ie is 27 years old, right in his 
prime as an NFL player. 

Perfect time to retire. 

The Denver Broncos 
cornerback said Monday he’s 
giving serious consideration 
to hanging it up after the 
Super Bowl. He’s not burned 
out, not worried about his 
health. 

He just figures he’s had a 
good run. 

“I had a goal of playing 
five years, and I reached that,” 
Rodgers-Cromartie said. 

He’s completed six seasons 
in the NFL, in fact, and could 
be in line to command plenty 
of money after making three 
interceptions in 2013. But 
Rodgers-Cromartie insisted 
that depending on how he 
feels after Sunday’s game, he 
might call it quits. 

He even knows what he 


would do instead of football. 
He’d go back to college and 
study psychology to become a 
guidance counsellor at his old 
high school. 

“I had my fun in this 
league,” he said. 

Rodgers-Cromartie came 
out of Football Championship 
Subdivision’s Tennessee State 
and figures he wasn’t sup¬ 
posed to make it in the NFL 
at all from a small school, let 
alone surpass the average two 
to three years that players last 
in the league. 

He wasn’t a typical lower- 


division prospect, though, se¬ 
lected by the Cardinals with 
the 16th overall pick in 2008. 
Rodgers-Cromartie played 
three years in Arizona and 
two in Philadelphia before 
joining the Broncos. 

He regularly tells his team¬ 
mates about his plan. 

“They always think I am 
joking about it,” he said. 

Even if he sticks around 
next season, Rodgers-Cromart¬ 
ie can’t imagine repeating the 
feat of fellow Denver comer- 
back Champ Bailey, who’s in 
his 15th year in the league.

Ice dance. Local duo 
Virtue and Moir vow to 
soak up final Olympic 
experience in Sochi 


It’s the final chapter of Can¬ 
ada’s most successful ice dance 
stoiy. 

So when Tessa Virtue and 
Scott Moir touch down in So¬ 
chi for the Winter Olympics, 
they intend to soak up eveiy 
second of it. 

“I think we might just strap 
GoPro cameras to our heads,” 
Moir joked. “We’re going to try 
our best to be present. That’s 
really our goal. We want to 
take in every moment. It really 
is a beautiful ride, and we’re 
going to enjoy eveiy single 
little bit of it.” 

That ride began in 1997, 
when Virtue was just seven 
and Moir was nine, and now, 
after an Olympic gold medal 
and two world titles, they’re 
expected to retire after Sochi, 
closing the book on a partner¬ 
ship that has spanned nearly 
two decades. 

Virtue, from London, Ont., 


and Moir, from nearby Ilder- 
ton, captured gold at the 2010 
Games in Vancouver, becom¬ 
ing the first North Americans 
to win an Olympic ice dance 
title. At just 20 and 22, they 
were the youngest ice dancers 
to ever win gold. 

But the hours and days that 


followed were a blur. 

“People ask us, ‘What was 
it like?’

“Espe¬ 
cially right after we won, there 
are about five days there that 
have gone missing. You look at 
photographs and kind of go, 


‘Oh that was there?”’

I re¬ 
member getting back to the 
athletes’ village and thinking, 
‘You can either sleep for half 
an hour, take a shower, or 
write in your journal.’”
